Editorial 


Recently, pefnography has been coming 
under attack on two main fronts; the 
Women's Movement and the Born Again 
Christian groups. This may seems 
strange at first, because the two forces 
usually tend to be at each other's 
throats. : 

So, why are two groups so diametric- 
ally opposed to each other sitting on 
the same fence? Well, the fact is that 
‘they're not, The Women's Movement is 
battling specifically pornography, 
whereas the Born-againers are battling 
against the depiction of sex in any 
way, shape, or form. For some people, 
the line between the two isn't all that 
clear, but what it boils down to is 
this: pornography depicts women as 
more than something to just look at, 
but as something to use. One of many 
examples of "hard-core" can be found 
in the National Film Board anti-porn 
documentary "Not A Love Story." In 
it, was a clip showing a bound and 
struggling woman having her breasts 
tied tightly at the base, and then 
violently squeezed causing a stream 
of liquid (milk or blood) to spurt 
from her nipples. For some men, this 
is a turn-on. 

So why (you may ask) worry about 
tame things like Playboy? Because men 
who read Playboy don't need violence 
to help them jack-off. Playboy and 
it's ilk give no indications that the 
women shown are anything mo e than sex 
dolls to be fucked and then put in a 
magazine rack until they're needed 
again. This kind of thinking makes it 
women as whole people, and, at the 
| Same time, makes it easier and easier 
to ignore their feelings when you, want 
something (like sex). The repetitive 
propaganda of the porn industry has 
told us over and over again that 
",..When I say no, I really mean yes!" 
That kind of thinking leads to sexual 
harrassment, and eventually, to a 
justification of rape. 

So, basically, what the anti-porn 
people of the Women's movement object 
to isn't sex (in fact, quite the 
opposite) but rather media images that 
show women as something less than men! 
as a product to be used and then thrown 
away. 


On the other hand, the Moral Major- 


ity isn't concerned with how women are 
shown (as people) in the media, because 
they're the same ones who defeated the 
Equal Rights Ammendment for women.

What. Feminists are saying is that 
things that show women to be brainless 
sex-objects who enjoy pain, and relish 
submission to men should be considered 
obscene hate-literature and be banned. 
The same way racist material is 
Imagine the uproar you'd hear 
if a magazine called "Playwhite, 
Entertainment for Whites" appeared in 
your corner store filled with pictures 
of.

That 
is what a woman has to put up with 
every time she goes to Beckers for a 
jug of milk. 


We can understand and identify 
racism, but PORNOGRAPHY is a multi- 
billion dollar mafia-controlled 
industry which is built on convincing 
us that sex and violence are compatible 
rather than opposites. The fact that 
most of us can't recognize such a 
fundamental difference is a tribute to 
a world-wide propaganda (definitely the 
right word) campaign that started a 
long time ago but only now is being 
recognized for what it is. 

This desensitization process only 
gains momentum in society that endorses 
loveless sexual domination as a 
legitimate relationship. We are taught 


these dominant/submissive roles and 


carry them through our lives, never 
suspecting that there might be another 
way. 

Hitler's Minister of Propaganda, 
Joseph Goebbels once said, "The best 
propaganda is that which works - 
invisibly, penetrates the whole of life, 
without the public having any knowledge 
at all of the propagandist initiative." 

As one opens the pages of a 'Men's 
Magazine" called Chic, and witness a 
photo portrayal of a woman in apparent 
ecstasy thrusting a large kitchen knife 
into her vagina, with blood spurting 
from the wounds, one is definitely 
reminded of Goebbels words and deeds. 
The nazis knew damn-well what they were 
doing when, after invading Poland, they 
"flooded bookstalls with (pornography) 
to demoralize the population." 

This must stop! As young people of

Recently, on 
this past May Day, Solidarity 
supporters again called for 
peace and an end to nuclear 
weapons, along with their demand 
for trade union rights and an 
end to martial law. ;

In February of Jast year, over 
5,000 people, wearing headbands

We in the West have 
had 147 radar false alarms in one 18 
month, period, several lasting six 
minutes in length, and we know the 
Soviet early-warning system is inferior 
to ours.

In July of 1979, the military 
dictator of the tiny Central American 
country of Nicaragua, General Anastazia 
Somoza, fled the nation that his family 












When he left, he took with him his 
family, his friends and all but $3 mil- 
lion (U.S.) from the country's treasury. 

During the final days of the war, in 
a gesture that summed up his feelings 
for the people and the country that had 
made him rich, he ordered his air force 
to bomb his own cities, including 
residential areas in the capital CREY, 
Managua. 

It was typical of the way Somoza had 
fought a war against his own people. 

In fact, during the final six or eight 
weeks, an estimated 50,000 people (many 
of them innocent civilians, including 
women and children) illed (out 

of a population of two-and-a] Px 
million; that's the equivalent of 
500,000 people being killed in six weeks 
im Canada), many murdered in cold blood 
by the notorious National Guard. The 
Guard has also been estimated to have 


jdestroyed 90% of Nicaragua's industries 


and inventories as they retreated. 

The origin of the Somoza regime lies 
back in the year 1933 when U.S. Marines 
returned to the States after occupying 
Nicaragua for almost 21 years. During 
the occupation they trained the Nation- 
al Guard (the best armed forces that 
Nicaragua had ever had). Led by 
Anastasio Somoza Garcia (the father of 
the one thrown out in '79) who was 
chosen by the American ambassador oF the 
time. 

The Somoza family gradually extended 
it's power by taking over many of the 
nation's essential services, such as 
the postal system, communications and 
customs, and putting them under the 
control of the National Guard, thereby 
setting up a lucrative spoils system 
for the top officers, thereby keeping 
them loyal. 

Somoza maintained power through the 
military and economic aid from the 
United States and through fraudulent 
elections and military coups, fighting 
off riots in 1967 and an increasingly 
bloody civil war from 1962 until his 
overthrow. 

The reasons behind the rebellion 
are fairly easy to understand. Poverty 
and repression. Before the Sandinistas 
came to power, Nicaragua suffered from 
(among other things): an inflation rate 
of 84%; an unemployment rate of 40%; 
outbreaks of polio, measles, tuberculo- 
sis and malaria, diseases that have 
been all but wiped out in Canada; an 
infant mortality rate of 125 babies 
dying out of every thousand born, mostly 
because of malnutrition and lack of -a

clean water supply; and an illiteracy 
rate of 50%. 

In less than 4 years following the 
Sandinista take-over substantial changes 
have already taken place. Inflation has 
dropped to 27% and unemployment to 16%. 
Thousands of Nicaraguans have started to 
get medical treatment for the first 
time. Vaccinations have helped to 
battle the once widespread diseases. 

The infant mortality rate has already 
been cut by a third, and'adult illitera- 
cy has taken a dive from 50 to 12 per- 
cent. (This has been achieved in large 
part through the activities of.some 
60,000 educated people, many still in 
their teens, who went out into the 
countryside in order to bring learning 
to the peasants and farmers who would 
not otherwise. have had access to it. 

All of these accomplishments have 
been achieved despite some very serious 
problems. First of all, the government 


İs weighed down by an enormous inter- 


national debt (from the Somoza regime) 

of about $2.5 billion, while at the 

same time the United States has cut off 

all credit to it. Secondly, there is 

an awful lot that has to be, rebuilt, 

and not just because of the war. 2 
In December of 1972 severe earth- —

And’ just last year, ten days of 

flooding destroyed housing for 100,000 


countries agricultural land and destroy- 
ed 60 percent of that year basic food 
crops. The flooding caused over $500 
million worth of damage. 

Finally, claiming that the Sandinista 
government is ‘communist’, the U.S. is 
financing a counter-revolution made up 
mostly of former National Guardsmen. 

So far, the Sandanistas and the civilian 
militia have done fairly well at keeping 
the contras--as the new rebels are known 
--at bay, but the threat is still very 
serious. 

Whether the Sandinistas will survive 
long enough for Nicaragua to hold elec- 
tions in 1985 is not at all a sure thing. 
The contras are well armed and trained 
(by the Americans) and have a safe base 
to retreat to in the country of 
Honduras. I suppose that only time will 
tell. oe

When the man was brought in front of 
the press, however, he said that he 

had been tortured into making his 
confession and that he had never been 
to Cuba or Ethiopia for military train- 
ing, that he had gone to El Salvador on 
his own and that he had never seen 
another Nicaraguan or a Cuban in the 
rebel forces, and that he knew of no 
Nicaraguan arms shipments. 

Hopefully, events like those 
mentioned above will. help to convince 
the American people that the people of 
Central America are not trying to 
destroy the United States, but rather 
want only the same amount of freedom 
and independance that Americans take 
for granted for themselves.

HARASSMENT 


Early this April, it was announced 
that 15 Toronto peace activists had had 
their phones bugged by the police. By 
law, wire-tapping must be reported to 
the victim after 90 days, unless a 
judge extends the notification time. 

If it is interpreted as a matter of 
“national security," no notification 
need be given. 

Later that month, activists from 
Against Cruise Testing Coalition were 
doing a Speak-out in front of the Eaton. 
Centre when two officers approached 
them. Usually, this group is hassled 
about their use of a megaphone (which 
contravenes an arbitrarily enforced 
noise by-law). They were astounded 
when one of their members was ticketed 
for handing out leaflets, thus breakin 
an obscure by-law that limited leaf- 
letting to material of a "political or- 
religious nature." Apparently, the 
ACT leaflet, inviting people to attend 
a Cruise Missile Teach-in in the Council 
Chambers of City Hall, did not fit the 
officers’ perception of the law.

in Poland! 


A new phase of repression is about to 
begin in Poland. Not content with out- 
lawing the independent democratic trade 
union Solidarity or with effectively 
suppressing all other traditional means 
of dissent, the military regime headed 
by General Jaruzelski is now set to 
stage a series of show trials against 
thirteen leading Solidarity activists 
on charges of conspiracy and sedition. 
If found guilty--and the official press 
already berates them as such--the 
accused face a maximum penalty of 
death.
